Fees Is Attacked

Editor The Star: Our attention has 


been called to the news item in your 
paper that the City Council voted a 
raise in the Plumbing Inspectors fees 
from $1 for five fixtures to ?5 for five 
fixtures. As this additional $4 affects 
the "ultimate consumer" 
or 
home- 


owner, we believe it will be of inter- 
est to readers of your newspaper to 
hear a few words on this subject. 


For over 15 years the fee charged 


was only 50 cents.for any number of 
fixtures and the money was paid into 
the city treasury. For the past three 
years the fee has been ?1 for the first 
five fixtures and 25 cents for each fix- 
ture thereafter, and the city treasure 
has no record of receiving any fees 
from this source. 


The purpose of a plumbing ordin- 


ance is to guard against insanitary 
plumbing installations and the en- 
forcement officer is termed "plumb- 
ing inspector." He is required to be 
a person with practical experience in 
the business of plumbing together 
with other qualifications. Unforunate- 
ly we are required to submit our in- 
stallations for inspection before an 
inspector who has had no more prac- 
tical experience in the business of 
plumbing than we have had in the art 
of cutting diamonds. 


It is as unreasonable for us to have 


to arbitrarily comply with interpreta- 
tions of an incompetent inspector as 
it would be for a member of the bar, 
a surgeon or pharmacist to appear be- 
fore us for an examination and be 
forced to our viewpoint. 


Should the Hope Ordinance be con- 


strued' to mean some of the interpre- 
tations that are placed on H, then th 
City of Hope will require its home 
owners to install plumbing that is 
different from any code w ehave seen 
in our 25 years of practical experience, 
so different from the "Recommended 
Minimum Requirements for Plumb- 
ing' 'as scientifically arrived at by the

aged 35, was struck by an automobile 
on the highway about four an da 
half miles south of Arkadelphia at 
5:30 p. m. and killed instantly.

striking Crawford. 


In the automobile with Lacey were 


Five hitch-hikers, including a man and 
liis wife. All of them testified before 
;he coroner's jury, their testimony be- 
ing substantially the same as Lacey's 
Manning also testified, declaring he 
believed the accident to have been 
unavoidable. 


So great was the impact when the 


car struck Crawford that the bump- 
ers and fender were bent and one of 
he headlights knocked off. Both of 
Crawford's legs were broken, and he 
uffered head and internal injuries.

Feeding Grain to 
the Poultry Flock 


Three Method* Discuued 


By Extension Expert 


in Feeding 


The common custom of feeding dry 


hlnsh*is to keep it before the hens, but 
In feeding grain three methods are 
being used at the present time. 


The oldest method is to feco* it In 


the litter, feeding one-third of the 
day's ration In the morning and the 
remaining two-thirds in the late aft- 
ernoon. This method is unsanitary 
and often grain Is left in the litter so 
it is difficult to determine just how 
much grain Is being consumed, points 
out G. W. Knox, Jr., Extension poul- 
tryman, University of Arkansas Col- 
lege of Agriculture. 


The method of feeding grain which 


is coming into general use is to trough 
feed it. V-shaped troughs are being 
constructed from 1 by 8 inch material. 
The grain Is put in this trough morn- 
ing and night. This method is clean, 
and the exact amount of grain the 
hens consume can be regulated, A 
light feed of grain is given in the 
morning and a heavy feeding, all the 
hens will eat, is given at night. 


Some poultrymen prefer to hopper 


feed their grain. That is to keep the 
grain before the hens at all times. 
This method is sanitary, but the 
amount of grain fed cannot be regu- 
lated as easily as In trough feeding. 


Usually from 12 to 18 pounds of 


grain should be fed for each 100 hens 
per day where the dry mash is kept 
before them. The exact amount fed 
varies with the breed and the season 
of the year. The person feeding his 
chickens should learn to regulate the 
amount .of grain his birds will eat. 
During the late fall and winter from 
IM: to 2 times as much grain should 
be fed as mash.

estate in 


Beverly Hills, California where, with

Rogers is particularly shy of news- 


paper folks and magazine writers. He 
is a writer himself and gets big money 
for his gags which ahe his stock in 
trade.

FREMONT, Neb.— (IP)— Southpaws 


are on the increase, says Dr. George 
Mendenhall, psychology professor at 
Milland college here.
